REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This amendment is responsive to the Office Action mailed February 4, 2005. In 
that Office Action the Examiner first noted the specification contained the trademark 
Velcro and noted it should be capitalized and accompanied by generic terminology. To 
Applicant's knowledge, the only use of Velcro occurs at page 5 of the specification and 
such use is believed proper. 

The Examiner next rejected all the claims under Section 103 as obvious over the 
Roessler '342 patent. Applicant disagrees, and has revised the claims to further 
emphasize the differences between the invention and the cited prior art reference. Claim 
1 as revised requires a diaper wrap garment of a textile material that is nonbiodegradable 
and not flushable down the toilet; instead it can be reused repeatedly and even worn 
without the disposable insert if desired. Additionally, the shape of the disposable insert 
must be closely similar to the shape of the diaper wrap garment. 

In contrast, the Roessler diaper is entirely disposable and the flushable insert is 
narrower and does not follow the shape of the nonflushable garment shell. There is no 
suggestion or motivation to modify to modify Roessler to support an obviousness 
conclusion. Further, the level of skill-in-the-art in this field is low, weighing against an 
obviousness conclusion. For the foregoing reasons, the obviousness finding should be 
withdrawn and the claims allowed.
